Seventy-eight thousand dollars of 
public money are available through 
WPA for improvement of an airport 
for Gettysburg. 
There are prac­ 
tically no “strings” attached to it. 
That inform ation was brought to 
Gettysburg this morning by Lieu­ 
tenant ’Thomas J. Schofield, attach ­ 
ed to the aeronautics division of 
WPA in Pennsylvania, and, a noted 
flyer with more than 1.000 hours in ! 
i the air to his credit. 
He strongly 
recommended im m ediate action of 
the borough to take advantage of 
it. 
Decision at once is im portant; the 
offer may be withdrawn at any time, 
and the money appropriated by the 
national PWA offices in W ashington 
to other purposes, he said. 
If accepted locally, the project w ill 
provide work for 130 men here for 
IO months, he pointed out. 
Meets laical Committee 
He m et with a committee of local 
business men interested in the de­ 
velopment of the local airport in tho 
parlors of Hotel Gettysburg this 
morning. 
They included Burgess 
! Wilbur Stallsm ith, Henry M Sc hart, I 
i D. J Forney, C. S. Bixler and Her­ 
bert L. Grimm. 
Preceding his presentation of de- 
! tails of the plan. Lieutenant Scho­ 
field said th a t he and other flyers 
I felt th a t the next five years will 
mark a very great development in 
I aeronautics, and particularly along 
commercial lines. 
Private owner­ 
ship of planes is certain to increase 
on a large scale, while commercial 
routes, 
particularly 
shuttle 
lines 
serving nearby cities and towns, are 
certain to be very much developed. 
“And the community th at doesn’t 
have a well-developed airport is cer­ 
tain to suffer in a commercial way,” 
he added. 
He also emphasized the 
value of an airport to a community 
in case of war. Both the army and 
navy will have to establish many 
reserve points at inland communi­ 
ties, near the Atlantic seaboard, and 
Gettysburg would be a logical point 
for such a supply base, 
“The air industry today is some­ 
what like the automobile industry 
was 25 or 30 years ago. 
We have 
good airplanes now, just as there 
were good automobiles then, but no 
place to run them .”

Of th a t sum, $12 900.000 has ix*en al­ 
lotted to Pennsylvania for 76 proj­ 
ects, of which Gettysburg is one.

W ashington, Jan. ti (AP).—A treasury deficit exceeding one billion dol­ 
lars—w ithout counting unestim ated new relief costs—was forecast to con­ 
gress by President Roosevelt today for the next fiscal year. 
Unprecedentedly, he withheld a complete budget estim ate on how- 
much the government would spend in the 12 m onths beginning July I. For 
the present he listed $6,752,606,370, but said later requests for work-relief 
money w ould be forthcoming. 
He gave notice that next year’s deficit— and the public debt—-would 
mount accordingly. 
Just now, Mr. Roosevelt foresaw a debt a t the end of the 1936-37 pe­ 
riod of $31,351,638,737. 
This would be an all time high.

The day lily, like many another 
humble flower, h as risen to the es­ 
tate of a garden aristocrat.

breeders have developed new forms 
which will l>e a revelation to those 
who are fam iliar with the common 
lemon and orange day lilies of old- 
tim e gardens. 
These new forms 
constitute a race of decided merit 
to the garden m aker. 
They range 
from sem i-dw arf plants two feet 
high, which are not out of place 
in the small, intim ate garden,

strong growers five to six feet tall. 
In color (here is a wide range from 
palest yellow to deep orange and 
red Some of the newer hybrids alsu 
have shades of rosy pink.

SCIENTISTS SEE 
NERVE MOVIES 


Machine Would Show What 
Makes 
Drunken 
Man 
Stagger and Shake. 


St. Louis, Jan. 4 (AP)—A new 
nerve-study machine which holds 
possibility 
of 
greatly 
extending 
man s knowledge of how the elec­ 
trical circuit of his body operates 
was demonstrated Friday to the 
American Association for the Ad­ 
vancement of Science. 
Developed by Dr. Otto H. 
A. 
Schmitt, of Washington university, 
St. Louis, the compact and flexible 
electrical device shows on a fluor­ 
escent screen exactly how a nerve 
responds when it is stimulated by 
an electrical shock. 
By putting the small units of neg­ 
ative electricity known as electrons 
to work instead of using the mech­ 
anical methods formerly employed 
in nerve studies, Doctor Schmitt 
measures the time it takes a nerve 
to react to a stimulus down to one 
one millionth of a second and can 
apply shocks to it as rapidly as 300 
per second. This is far beyond the 
range of older devices, he said. 
Using a nerve taken from a frog, 
he stimulates it at one end and 
measures from the other end how7
